'Mements's disappearance constitutes a,"till unsolved mystery. educated tor'
th: royal navy, he 1 orvod for a time
as a midshipman. He left the service;of his own accord, being neither In
trouble nor in debt, und possessing
resources which rciider-d him finan¬
cially Independent. In 1'JOi he wmt!
to Southampton, and asked tor abt-ith as a deck-hand on ,"board tlt«
American liner St. Lou!:-, but US there
was no vacancy, he accepted work In
the stokehold. He did so well thaiwhen ths vessel reached New York he
was offered a permanent position as
stoker, but did not accept it.

Lord Leltrlm. interviewed about that
time on the subject Of his brother, is¬
sued the. following statement: "For
some time past my brothjr has de¬
sired to earn his own living, and li
have every reason to believe thut ho
is now in America. He knows Ameri¬
can life. 4s he was for some years]on the Pacific station, while ffsrvlng]In the navy. Ho left the. SOl'Vlce .-bout
a year aiäo. I wish to state that he]was in no way in debt, nor wan ho In:
any trouble. He lias Independent means.
My brother was certainly in earnest
In his desire to earn his own liv¬
ing, and would hot take more than a
few pounds with him when lie left.
We do not at present know his exact
addrc3E. As he Said that h" would]write when lie found suitable employ-|
tnent, the family me in no way anxious]concerning him. lit did not say what
k'nd ol work he was about to take up
when he left some weeks ago."

Sine* then neither Heid Leltrlm. nor
any momb;r of his family, bus re¬
ceived the. slightest authentic news
about Frank Clements, although there
have been rumors, subsequently proved
to be unfounded, to ihr effect that he!
had enlisted In the United States Ainiy.
that iie died under the name ol Hcrb-
erl Dominican, in the General Hospital
.f Kansas City, that he had secured
woik as a cowboy on some Texas'
ranch, and that he was mining up In
the Klondike region. F>"- two <>r three
years vat SOUS English and American
newspapers hive published from time,
to time tho folio vine advertisement, at
the instance or Lord Leltrlm:
"Missing in America--the Hon.

Francis Patrick Clements. Ago twen¬
ty-six (later changed to 27 and 2S).
Height six feet. Complexion fair; harr
brown; clean shaved. Eyes light gray-,
large mouth, protruding lower Hp;
very good teeth.: dimple In ohln. Ralres
h|i eyebrows when in conversation,
arid mak.-s deo;i wrinkles in forehead.

These advertisements hnvo brought

William B. Huddleston ProbablyFatally Injured by John Bowe.

Dispute Over Money.
[Speotal to The Tlrnoa-Dispaten. 1Roanoke, Vo_, February 15..WilliamB. Huddleston, thirty-eight years old,proprietor of a saloon, ir, hi j. hosplttUmortally wounded, with one bullet inhltj henrt. while h's assailant. John U.Bowe, la In Jail, charged with mali¬

cious shooting, and Bowc's tlrst cousin
Edward Eanes, Is held as an accessoryto tho crime, which was committed IrHuddlestori's saloon at 11:30 o'clock
this morning.

I-luddleston's condition is such that
recovery Is almost out or the question,and so serious was the nature of the
wounds that the surgeons at the hos- .
pl'tal decided ah operation would be
of no avail.
The shooting occurred Ic the saloonat 11:S0 o'clock, and a number of per¬sons were witnesses to tho killing. Mr/Huddleston was talking to A. M. Ta-tum, who was standin« In front ot' tilicigar counter, when Howe walked upand fired four times. Three of tlo.bullets took effect, one entering theheart, another striking Just below th<iheart, and the. third striking the ab¬domen, The last two shots' were ho,tdangerous, although the llrst, It lafeared, will cost Huddleston his life.The, fourth shot went wild.
According to William Wllmcth, em¬ployed In Huddleston's saloon, thoshooting was tho direct outcome ot a.dispute over J5 which was borrowed

by Howe several months ago. Mr,Wilmoth said that three months agoMr. Huddleston loaned Mr. Bowe $3 to
pay n fine In Police Court. He said
that Mr. Huddleston had been unable
to collect tho money, and that he final¬ly gave it to the high constable In
collect. Mr. Wilmoth states that Bowe
came Into the. place an hour before
tho shooting and disputed th<3 account;nnd that he used vile language in hi-
romarks to Huddleston. "Mr. Huddle¬
ston slapped Howe, who turned am!
left, saying 'I'll ret you.'" This tvn's
what Mr. Wilnir.th had to say about
the cause leading to the shooting.The police have evidence which will
show that Bowe purchased a pistolfollowing the misunderstanding with
Huddleston. and returned to the sa¬
loon and did ttie shooting. They also
have witnesses who will further tes¬
tify thnt Howe displayed the Kttn u
few minutes before lite .shooting, say¬ing he was going to kill Huddleston.Banes, who was arrested as an acces¬sory, is said to have been with now.-when be purchased the gun. Hud¬
dleston has a slight chance for life,
but aside from the serious nature "f
his wounds, he hits never lost con¬
sciousness.
